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REMARKS 

Hie Office Action dated 1 1 February 2005 has been reviewed, and the comments of the 
Patent Office considered. Claims 1-13 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and 
claims 14-19 remain as originally filed. Claims 14-19 are respectfully submitted for 
reconsideration by the Examiner. 

The Examiner is thanked for indicating that claims 14-19 are allowed. 

Claims 1-13 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6,648,249 to 
Dallmeyer. However, claims 1-13 were canceled by the Preliminary Amendment filed 22 
August 2004. As such, it is respectfully submitted that this rejection was issued in error, and the 
application is in condition for allowance.
